Cluseret nnd His Gaog of Galley Sinves—The
Helgn of Terror at Lyons—A Pollee of 6000
Criminnls—-Ouirnges on the Priests nnd Nuos
~The Publle Treasury Plundered,

From Whe London Telegraph,

LILLE, Sept, 25, —Being anxious to see what stage
the pre parations makin ainst the Prussians fiad
arrivea at in this time, 1 left Doval yesterday, and a
pleasant trip of three hours braught me to Lille,
which ranks as a first-class fortided town, has about
180,000 [nhaoitants, and ranks a8 the firth city of
France In gencrial wealth and Importance. On my
way hither | was not left to waste my time, for in
the same carriage 1 found a French gentleman who,
to use his own expression, had just “escaped” from
Lyons, and was on his way to that harbor of safety
in these times, the capital of Helgmm., It seems
that the ruling spirit as Lyons ‘is American-Franco,

GENERAL CLUSERET,
who, In nplte of his services being declined by the
present Government of France, and notwithstand-
ing the fact of his being specially forbidden by his
roral authority not to go to Lyons, has found his
way to that city, and 18 now at the head of the Red
Republicans of the place. The General's statf, or
rather body guard, consists of glxty rnfMans who
have lately been liberated from the travauz forces,
or galleys, and these, with a few kindred spirits,
form what i8 called the Comite de Salut Public, Mon-
slenr Andrew, the former president of the sald
eomite, has been turned "away becanse he wishes to
recognlize the present Government of France, Mon-
gleur Chattemel Lacour, the prefect named by the
game rulers, bas not only been set aslde, but I8 in
prison, Tae police of the Relgn of Terror which
overns Lyons 18 composed of some 6000 men who
Em been lberated from the criminal jails,
THE REGULAR TROOPS

in the town consist chiefly of corps that have been
defeated during the presemy campalgn, and these
not only fraternize with the Red party, but are in
such 4 state of anarchy that Gene Estivant de
Villanbois has resigned his command, and left the
place in distrust and despair, He has not been re-
placed, and General Cluseret 18 now milltary com-
mander a8 well as political chief of Lyons. No per-
gon |8 allowed to leave the town, and no one can
obtain & ticket at the rallway station withont a
written permit from the Comite de Salut Public,

The clergy of the wwn are in-
sulted whenever they appear in the
strects, and public worship cannot

be carrled on without the most blasphemous ribal-
dry from such of the Reds as happento be present,
The Jesnit Fathers are the special ovjects of perse-
cution, eleven of them are in prison, and the others
are not allowed to leave thelr college nor to receive

uplle. The other day a lay brother of the estab-
isiunent died, and when his body was carried forth
the convicts, who form the police, had the comn
opened in the streets, inorder to make sure that it
did not contain one of the community endeavoring
to escape. The whole of many sllk factories whioh
form the wealth of Lyons have stopped work, and
respectable people of all ranks are In terror of
thelr livea. he comife has declared [t to be
treason to holst the tricolor Nag, and the drapeur
rouge floats from all the public establishments, The
Garde Mobile, utterly disquieted with what i8 going
on, have given up their arms, and refuse to serve
nuder the seif-constituted rulers of the place. Gene-
ral Cluseret Is trying hard to ralse another corps of
the same kind, and had printed handbilis placed
on the walls, stating that such persons as wish for
commissions in the Garde Moblle can have the same
if they serve a month In the ranks. 'Fhe workmen
of the districts of La Gulllotiere and of La Crolx -
Rousse, numbering about 10,000, are the chief ap-
holders of the red republic,

The only glimpse of hepe which informant
seemed to have, when he related what 1 have here
told you, was that when hie left Lyons the Reds were
preparing for a fght among themselves, It seems
that even in the red republicanism there are shades
and ll(‘frel.'.s of ruffianism, and that some enlight-
ened spirits of that persuasion were not content to
draw tne line at General Cluseret and the knights
of penal servitude, but want to go even lower still,
More particularly the Dictator's stam, if not himself,
seem to be truly Freuch, The general's secretary
Is & gentleman who for many years wore the yellow
dress and the chaln on the leg.

Omecial Report of the Surrender of Sirasburg .

Berrix, Oct. 12.—The Btrasburg official nc-
count of the surrender is just published here.
By the capitulation 1100 guns, of all sorts, 12,000
chassepots, three tone of ammunition, and Mty
locomotives of the Paris and Strasburg Railroad,
which bave been collected there, fell into the
Pruselans' hands.

The carpenters, masous, and other Iaborers of
the city bhave been lmpressed te repair the
fortifications,

Operations at Metz.

Later advices have been recelved from the
army besieging Metz. Up to Thursday last the
Pruselans bad burnt twenty small villages in
that neighborbood and executed 150 peasants
fer carrying on illicit warfare. Marshal Ba-
zalne’s soldlers are sald to be greatly dissatis-
fled with the situation and had counselled o sur-
render.

The Protest of French Ofllcers—They Hefuse
Freedom on the Terms Offered—-Napoleon nnd
Wimpflen Denounnced. ]

The Frankfort-on-the-Main (Sept. 22) correspond-
enceof the Pall Mall Gazette has the following :—

Having volnnteered to accompany some sick and
wounded to thelr destination, 1 recently had an op-
portunity of conversing with a number of French
supertor oflicers, prisoners taken at Sedan, a whole
batch of whom (nearly one handred) were conveyed
to a I'russiun fortress In Pomerania; and as a
pumber of them required my professional
assistance—being wounded and suffering from
fever—and finding that I wasan American and conld
speak (though imperfectly) their lapguage, they
gave vent to the mest bitter complainta nst the

But, at the
same time, 1t has decided to faldll its duty towards
the nation—that I8 to say, not to permit that the
clergy with an act, a dissourse, or In any other way,
to act contrary to the laws and to the publie order,
by blaming the institutions aad laws of the State,
exciting complaints against them, disturb the

ublic eonsclecce and In the families. 'Those

at act contrarily will be punished according to the
laws,

In making your reverend Lordships know these
